BALTIMORE, Md., May 7.—’That

divorce

States not ony permit, but in reality 
encourage 
polygamy, was asserted 
before the Methodist conference here 
today. 
Not only is that so, but the 
address of the bishops which wras the 
{chief feature of the session today, 
declare that family life is greatly im­ 
periled as a result. 
Methodists are 
advised to do all in their power for 
'th e enactm ent 
of 
uniform divorce 
laws with but one ground, adultery, 
as the cause. 
The address goes on record as op­ 
posing an investigation of the charg­ 
es of h e r e sy by the bishops, recom­ 
mending that such cases should be 
passed on by the regular conferences. 
The amusement provision is dis­ 
cussed at length. 
The bishops fin­ 
ally recommend th at the book of dis­ 
cipline be amended to read “Taking 
such amusements as are obviously of 
a misleading or questionable moral 
tendency, or disobedience to order j 
and discipline of the church, and to J 
taking such diversions as cannot be 
used in the name of the Lord Jesus."

bishops say: 
“Grave injustice will be done if this 
recommendation is interpreted as an 
abandonment of our early opposition 
to worldly amusements; indeed this 
is a return to principles, and the ex­ 
act words furnished by John West­ 
ley."

WHI the council, at ifs meeting to­ 
morrow night, pass the 
ordinance 
compelling the city railroad company 
to change its tracks from Mill to 
Rose street, is the question that at 
present Is of vital importance 
to 
North Siders, especially 
tho 
mer­ 
chants on Rose street? 
The ordinance was up In the coun­ 
cil for Its first and second readings 
and it will either be passed or thrown 
aside at tomorow night's meeting. 
The majority of the merchants on 
Rose street are opposed to the plan 
and in fact have gone so far as to 
circulate a petition, which has been 
signed by nearly all of the merchants 
on that street. Their claims arc that 
the street is not largo enough 
for 
double tracks and in case th ey are 
put in there will not be room enough 
to allow teams to pass. The petition 
will lie read at the council meeting. 
The city engineer with his crew of 
assistants was at work this morning 
surveying the proposed route and fig­ 
uring on how much of rn grade wilt be 
necessary to allow the cars to pass 
over the viaduct, 
lf the plan Is put 
through the grade will In all probab­ 
ility start at the corner of Rose and 
St. Cloud streets, where the hank is 
located. 
A new' viaduct will have to 
be built to accommodate the cars, the 
old one tieing unsafe and too small. 
That the City Railway company Is 
expecting the pasage of the ordinance 
is made plain by the fact that its of­ 
ficers have alredy gone so far as to 
have their new rails shipped here 
and they have been unloaded on the 
North Side. 
The proposed plan is to have the 
cars leve Mill street some place in 
the vicinity of the Monitor brewery 
and go east to Rose, then north over 
the viaduct to St. Cloud, east on St. 
Cloud to Caledonia and from there 
north over the present line.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 7.— 
When Horace Greely said “Go west, 
young man.’* he probably did 
not 
have at his disposal the statistics to 
prove the soundness of his advice. 
The frontier west has disappeared, 
and a new west has been born, nev­ 
ertheless It would 
appear 
that 
It 
holds out greater inducements to the 
wage-earner of today than any other 
section of the Cnited States. 
The western man or woman who 
Is employed in a manufacturing es­ 
tablishment receives a much greater 
compensation than his fellow work­ 
men elsewhere, according to a state­ 
ment issued today by the 
census 
bureau. 
The average 
per 
week 
throughout the west is.$13.65, 
as 
against $10.62 in the central north 
states; $10.11 in the north Atlantic; 
$8.33 In the south central, and $7.31 
in the south Atlantic. 
Ten dollars is the average weekly 
wage throughout the country. Some 
trades average double this amount— 
diamond cutters 
earn 
$21.68 per 
week— and. on the other hand, the 
ignorant, illiterate workers in 
the 
turpentine industry, those who gath­ 
er the crude gum, receive only 
an 
average of $5.23 a week. 
Workers 


in the cottonseed oil and cake indus­ 
try receive on an aevrage only $6.64 
a week. 
Both of these last two classes are 
largely employed in the south, and 
their poor compensation emphasizes 
the fact that the southern workman 
receives less than his brother crafts­ 
man anywhere else in the country. 
The census bureau explains th low 
average in a measure by directing at. 
tentiou to the comparatively recent 
development of the factory systm, 
and the large proportion of women 
and children and negroes employed. 
In all statistics which the bureau 
has compiled, including 123,702 es­ 
tablishments and 
3.257,819 
wage- 
earners, it is shown 
that women 
earn far less than men. 
In 
the 
cotton 
mills, 
female 
operatives 
make $6.03 a week; iu shoe factor- 
les they earn $7.60. As evidence of 
the extent to which women earn their 
own livelihood, out of three million 
odd employes, 58S.599. or 17.9 per 
cent, were of the gentler sex. How­ 
ever, women drew only ll per cent 
of the total wag list, or $3,633,481 
as against $29,240,287 earned by the 
men. 
Statistics of child labor are start­ 
ling. 
Out of the total of employes, 
90.167, or 2.7 per cent. were chil­ 
dren, receiving $312,023 per week. 
Thus the average child worker 
re­ 
ceived only $3.46 a week, as 
con­ 
trasted with the man s average earn­ 
ings of $11.16 and the woman’s of 
$6.17. 
In cotton mills, 
children 
earn only $3.21 per week, on an av­ 
erage; in tobacco factories the earn­ 
ings were still lower, the 
average 
being only $3 a week; while in pi­ 
ckle factories the average was only 
$1.84 a week. 
in connection with the cotton in­ 
dustry, the census office makes 
an 
interesting comparison of the earn­ 
ings in the north and those in the 
south. 
By confining the comparison 
to establishments engaged in 
the 
manufacture of print cloths, it elim­ 
inates to a considerable extent 
the 
differences between the character of 
th industry in th two sections, and 


thus presents a fair basis to meas­ 
ure differences in earnings. 
This 
comparison shows that the avenage 
earnings of man were, In New Eng­ 
land, $8.52; in the south. $5.14. For 
women, the average was, In New 
England. $7.23; in the south. $3.77; 
while for children the average 
In 
New England was $4.45. and in the 
south. $2.73. 
For all classes of cotton operatives 
the average weekly earnings iu the 
north were $7.62 as contrasted with 
but $4.16 in the south. 
One of the most striking conclu- 
isons inferred from the census re­ 
port on this subject is that the fig­ 
ures indicate that the differences in 
average earnings between large and 
small establishments are slight. 
In 
those employing less than IO wage- 
earners the average wage was $9.83, 
while those employing 500 
wage- 
earners or more, It was $10.24.
